NEW YORK, Nov. 9.—President 


elect Franklin D. Roosevelt, speak- 
ing from his New York home, this 
afternoon made his first public ra- 
dio address to the world since he

His address was broadcast 
throughout the nation and carried 
across the Atlantic and Pacific 
oceans to Europe, South America 


and Asia. 
In the address’ the President- 
elect expressed the opinion that the 


vote given him indicates “that the 
masses of the people of this nation 
firmly believe that there is great 
and actual possibility in an orderly 
recovery, through a well conceived 
and actively directed plan of ac- 
tion.”’ 

Gov. Roosevelt left his home 
here for Albany this afternoon. He 
planned to motor to the State cap- 
ital, stopping en route at Hyde 
Park, his country home. 

The New York Times today quot- 
ed the President-elect as saying: 
“IT mean to serve with my utmost 
capacity the interest of the na- 
tion.”’ 

‘While Y am grateful with all my 
heart for this expression of the con- 
fidence of my fellow Americans, I 
realize keenly the responsibility I 
shall assume, and I mean to serve 
with my utmost capacity the inter- 
est of the nation,’ the President- 
elect said. 

Gov. Roosevelt oat in a hotel 
room early today doing arithmetic 
with a stubby pencil. And you 
never would have guessed—to look 
at his face—that he had just scored 
a vote victory that made the ex- 
perts gasp. 

Calmly he sat, before rows of 
tabulators, checking the vast re- 
sults to his own satisfaction. He 
said before he went that he would 
have no formal statement until re- 
turns from the West came in. 

Crash In to See Roosevelt. 

Mr. Roosevelt reached New York 
early yesterday evening, after mo- 
toring from Hyde Park, where he 
voted. He reached the Biltmore 
Hotel, National Democratic head- 
quarters, about 7 o’clock and soon 
was -hidden away behind guarded 
coors, looking over returns. 

With a sheaf of paper and pencil 
he kept his own tabulation. 

Outside . the corridors were 
packed with a crowd that swept 
aside police and clamored for a 
chance to see the Governor. 

Sitting at a long table, Mr. 
Roosevelt checked and checked, 
pausing to shake hands and receive 
congratulations from a line. of well- 
wishers—distinguished and hum- 
ble. They had fought their way 
through the jam outside and into 
the President-elect’s presence.

' WASHINGTON, Nov. 9.—Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt was carried to an 
overwhelming victory in the presi- 
dential election yesterday on & 
wave of angry discontent caused 
by the sufferings of the people in 
the depression. 

The people turned upon the 
“Ins” and voted them out with 
vengeance. Beginning March 4! 
1983, Democrats for the first time 
since 1919 will have undivided con- 
trol of the executive and legisia- 
tive branches of the Fefleral Gov- 
ernment. 

History repeats itself. The Dem- 
ocrats lost control of the House 
in the mid-term elections in Wood- 
row Wilson's second administra- 
tion, and two years later’ (1920) 
they lost the, presidency In the 
Harding landslide. 

In 1930 the Republican majority 
4n the House was whittled down to. 
the vanishing point and in later by 
elections it was wiped out.g Inten- 


sified by the continuing hard times, 
the same causes that produced this 


“ upset have now operated to drive 


Herbert Hoover from. the presi- 
dency. 

The augury of November, 1930, 
was confirmed by the Maine elec- 
tion of this year and even more 
strikingly by the Literary Digest 
poll, : 


It became evident that only a 
miracle could save the administra-’° 
tion. The Republican managers 
hoped for a miracle to the end. 
President Hoover made a gallant 
effort to produce one. But no mira- 
cle intervened. There was none 
in the cards. 

How a Leader Viewed It. 

A leader of the Republican cam- 
paign told the writer that the race 
was between “fear” and “anger.”’ 
He predicted that fear would win. 
Fear, he said, was persistent and 
cumulative; anger tended to wear 
off. He did not realize the voting 
strength of the millions with whom 
the “fear” argument had no weight 
because their fears had already 
been realized. 

Though the depression deter- 
mined the result, prohibition had 
something to do with it here and 
there. On this issue there was a 
real difference between the two 
candidates and between the two 
platforms. Victory is with the wets. 
The result heightens the possibili- 
ty that the December session of 
Congress——the lame duck session— 
will hand up a beer bill to the 
President, Mr. Hoover did not. say 
what he would do with such a 
measure, He did not talk about 
beer in any of his speeches. 


Hoover’s Gallant Fight. 


The President went down ‘with 
his flag flying. Entering the fight 
with his Des Moines speech of Oct. 
4, he took complete command of 
his campaign and waged it with a 
vigor surprising alke to his friends 
and foes. In urging that the best 
interests of the country demanded 
the return of the Republican par- 
ty to power, there can be no ques- 
tion that he spoke from deep con- 
viction, If he had turned the tide, 
he would have scored a remarkable 
persona! victory. 

In his defeat, he is entitled to 
the full measure of whatever com- 
fort may be derived from knowing 
that he spent himself to the limit 
in the effort to win. 

This year's result was achieved 
by rebellious Republican votes, 
Normally, the country is about 5,- 
000,000 Republican. The straw 
votes plainly showed the swing of 
Republicans against Hoover, and 
the election returns proved that the 
signs had not been misread.

The depression and its results 
have now altered the whole face 
of American politics. ‘The Demo- 
crats come . back to the White 
House, after 12 lean years: Both 
the Senate and the House will be 
Democratic. . 

Gain in Unified Control. 

The clearest gain to the coun- 
try in its economic plight will be 
the unified control of Washington. 
For the last three years there has 
been division and strife. First it 
was division between Hoover gnd 
the Senate, which, though nominal- 
ly under Republifean control, has 
actually had a majority of anti- 
administration members. When 
the Democrats organized the House 
in the last session of Congress, that 
stronghold of Hoover support fell 
away, and he was faced with oppo- 
sition at both ends of the Capitol. 
Though Democrats and Republic- 
ans co-operated in passing the Hoo- 
ver reconstruction measures, there 
was no clear unity of thought and 
purpose.- The opportunity to ef- 
fect this unity, in the interest of 
recovery from the depression, now 
confronts the Democrats. 

Meantime, until the Democrats 
come into power on March 4, there 
will be a sort of inter-regnum. A 
lame-duck. President will sit in the 
White House, and a lame-duck ses- 
sion of Congress (probably the last 
such session in our history) will 
make the laws. What effect this. 
inter-regnum will have on. the 
Hoover fight against the depression 
remains to’ be seen. It was one of 
his arguments for re-electidn that 
to place the Government. in some- 
thing approaching a state of sus- 
pended animation for the four 
months between election and March 
would impede the battle for recov- 
ery. The Democrats scoffed at the 
idea, and obviously it had no 
weight with an electorate set upon 
a change. ves 

There was a similar interreg- 
num between Democratic and Re- 
publican control of the executive 
arm in 1920-21, when President 
Willison was in the Whife House for 
the period between the election and 
inauguration of Warren . Harding. 
The last lameduck President was 
Taft after his defeat by Wilson in 
1912. ae RES o> 

Democratic Efficiency. 

Some share of the credit of the 
Democratic victory must be given 
to the highly efficient pyblicity ser- 
vice which began functioning soon 
after the inauguration of Hoover 
in.1929. John J. Raskob paid for 
this. He chose Jouett Shouse to 
head party headquarters in Wash- 
ington, and Shouse named Charles 
Michelson to direct the publicity 
barrage. A continuous. fire was 
laid down against the President and 
his works. The Republicans had 
nothing to match it: There is no 
doubt in the mind of any political 
observer that the Shouse-Michélson 
campaign

So 
decisive was the result, however, 
that it is questionable whether any 
amount of effort would have saved 
him. The odds against him were 
too great. Moreover, the money of 
other campaign years was lacking. 

It is now being said among in- 
formed Republicans in Washington 
that the ‘party will emulate the 
successful tactics of Shouse and 
Michelson and cut loose with a pub- 
licity fire from the very start of 
the Roosevelt Administration. The 
thought has been that Senator 
George Moses, if defeated in New 
Hampshire, would be put at the 
head of the Republican publicity 
bureau. Moses is a former news- 
paper publisher. 

Republican party leaders have 
already begun thinking ahead to 
1986. It is the consensus among 
them that President Hoover, 
though he may carve a niche for 
himself as an adviser to the Amer- 
ican people, will cease to be the 
party leader after March 4. In this 
Prospect, many state and congres- 
sional wheelhorses find compensa- 
tion for yesterday’s defeat. Much 
of the support that the President 
had from the old-line politicians of 
his party was lip-support merely. 
He has never had their complete 
and ungrudging gdod will. Now 
that he is, as they believe, out of 
the political picture, they will seek 
to reorganize the ~ party control 
along lines more to their taste. 

Much is being #aid about the 
possibility that Ogdén Mills will be 
the Republican nominee in 1936. 
Intelligent and.conservative, Mills 
may turn out vo be the logical 
standard bearer if the fight in 1936 
should be between’ right and left- 
wing tendencies in government. 

Next to the President himself, he 
was by far the most effective cam.

The bond issue funds are to be 
used to finance relief operations of 
the Citizens’ Committee which can- 
net be met through voluntary con- 
tributions. Part of the issue will 
provide for a program of work re- 
lief, under which unemployed heads 
of families will obtain jobs on spe- 
clal work for the city. 

Not all the bonds are to be sold 
at once, but they will be offered 
from time to time -as the need 
arises. Leaffers of the Mayor's 
Committee of 600, which conduct- 
ed the campaign-for the bond is- 
sue, predicted that the entire issue, 
even though authorized, would 
never be sold. 

The bonds are an obligation 
against,the general credit of the 
city, but the Board of Aldermen 
has already amended the Municipal 
Bridge toll ordinance so that it 
will continue in effect until all the 
bonds have been retired.

PALO ALTO, Cal, Nov. 9.— 
President Hoover, as final returns 
from the election came. into ~ his 
home today, told newspaper men 
that he would return to private 
life after next March 4. 

Arising late today after what he 
termed his longest night’s sleep in 
years, the Chief Executive was 
smiling when he receiv 
spondents in the lying room of 
his home. He said he hoped to re- 
main here until next Saturday and 
then return to the National Capital 
by way of the southern route 
across the continent. This vaca- 
tion, however, he added, will de- 
pend upon the course of events in 
Washington. 

One of his aids described the 
President as “the tiredest man in 
1 America.” . Several of them had 
suggested that he take a rest. 

The Chief Executive said he had 
not determined finglly what ‘he 
would do after leaving the White 
House next March, but added that. 
in any event he would leave Wash- 
ington and probably return to 
California. 

He announced his concession of 
the election to his Democratic op- 
ponent at 9:40 p. mm, Pacific stand- 
ard time, last night, in the midst 
of a stirring ote surrounding his 
home.

Early Indication of Result. 

The setvice was up-to-the-min- 
ute, too, in p--formance.

Its 
Associated Press bulletins on na- 
tional returns went on the air min-

Despite his record-breaking plu- 
rality, however,,O’Brien trailed his 
party’s presidential and gubernato- 
ria) nominees—Roosevelt and Leh- 
man. 

A large vote registered for Joa- 
seph V. McKee, who has been 
Mayor since Walker resigned Sept. 
‘1 during a removal hearing before 
Gov. Roosevelt, surprised most ob- 
servers in view of the difficulties 
confronting ‘his supporters. It was 
necessary to write his name on a 
roll in the voting machines, a proc- 
ess not easily comprehended. by 
many voters, and McKee publicly 
had discouraged the move. 

Nevertheless he received 103,078 
votes in 2321 precincts, including 
four in Manhattan. The complete 
tabulation of his vote was not ob- 
tainable last night. 

Newspapers interpreted the vote 
he polled as a protest against Tam- 
many’s nullification of several 
economy moves he sponsored in his 
brief tenure of office. 

Voting machines were used in 
all 3794 precincts. Election offi- 
cilals reported that only two of the 
4100 machines in use went out of 
order during the day. 

O’Brien takes office Jan. 1 to 
complete Walker’s unexpired term. 
He already has announced that he 
will run next November for the 
full four-year term.

German Spokesman Says U. S. Has Chosen

Roosevelt 
meant the United States would par- 
ticipate more widely in interna- 
tional affairs and be “more sym- 
pathetic” toward France.

TOKIO, Nov. 9. — Strongest ad- 
vances in many weeks on the Tokio 
commodity markets followed news 
of the Democratic victory in the 
United States.

Pittsburgh’s Tax System. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

EOPLE with chattel mortgages _on 
p their household goods, merchants 
and manufacturers with liens on their 
stocks and machinery, are not in good 
standing for loans at banks. Taxing per- 
sonal property, stocks and equipment 
and issuing bonds on su¢h taxables, is 
to place a chattel mortgage on them. 
Such taxables tend to disappear, which 
explains why cities levying @ general 
property tax have difficulty selling their 
bonds. Pittsburgh taxes only land value, 
and (for city purposes) buildings at half 
rate. That land value tax is its main 
source of income explains why Pitts- 
burgh’s credit is highest of all cities in 
the United States. Its bonds carry a low 
rate of interest and bankers pay 4 
premium to get them. “Relieving real 
estate” by other taxes is a deadly boom- 
erang, as bankrupt cities testify.

The elections bore out absolutély the nation-wide 
pre-election polls, all of which showed what was go 
ing to happen long before the people voted. The polls 
have made off with the substatice of our national elec- 
tions, leaving to us only the form. Comparison of 
the returns of yesterday with the predictions made 
by the Literary Digest poll, the poll of the Hearst 
papers atid the Farm Journal poll, show the polls to 
have been dmiasingly accurate. The Literary Digest 
poll showed Mr. Hoover ahead in only séven states; 
the Digest gave him only two editorielly; he actually 
seems to have won six. The Farm Journal left him 
a chance in nine states; the Hearst poll in 12. 

The party that had always won, when it did win, 
by comparatively small majorities, whether in the 
time of Jefferson, Jackson, Cleveland or Wilson, 
emerged from yesterday's elections with the greatest 
majority ever piled up by any party. : 

It elected @ Democratic President and Vice-Presi- 
dent and a Democratic Congress in the nation, and 
Democratic Governors and assemblies in most of the 
caakain i 

It swept New York by about 600,000 votes, Illinois 
by 350,000, Missouri by 340,000, Wisconsin by 300,000, 
California by 250,000, Iowa by 100,000, Indiana by 
100,000, New Jersey by 90,000 and Massachusetts by 
60,000. 

Mr. Hoover has apparently won only six states, Con- 
necticut, Maine, New Hampshire, Delaware, Pennsyl- 
vania and Vermont. Only one other presiderttial de- 
feat in the history of the country has been so de- 
cisive, that of Mr. Taft in 1912, when he carried only 
Vermont and Utah, the result of a party split. 

The cause of such a decisive victory, penetrating as 
it did into little contests for local offices, could have 
been but one thing. The people expressed at the polls 
their discontent with hard times. They naturally 
feel that a change in government may make things 
better. If it were not so, they would be without hope. 
The Democratic sensation of victory must therefore 
be tempered by consciousness of the responsibility 
that goes with victory. The Democrats must use their 
solidarity everywhere in the public interest and give 
the country progressive government. To do so, they 


have only to keep the promises of their Chicago plat- 


form. If they do that, they have nothing to fear of 
the next election. If they fail to do it, they will go 
out in 1936 as emphatically as the Republicans went 
out yesterday. |

The election settled the prohibition issue. Defeat- 
ed everywhere, ite majority in both houses of Con- 
gtess gone, a President-elect pledged to répeal of 
the eighteenth amendment, and few dry legislatures 
even left, this unhappy cause remains only to be 
carried from the field. If the Democrats have won 
the short senatorial term in Colorado, they will have 
absolute control of Congress and can set in motion 
at once the machinery of repéa!. If Mr. Hoover blocks 
it, then the new Congress can move in March. 

One of the heartening features of the election was 
the immense vote polled in every part of the country. 
In Ohio many polling places ran out of ballots early 
in the afternoon, an unprecedented condition in Ohio. 

Not since 1896, when $2.8 per cent of the qualified 
voters went to the polls, have the people participated 
in elections as they did yesterday. The total vote is 
expected to reach 40,000,000. It illustrates one of the 
truths about voting, which is that the people of any 
nation avail themselves of the privilege when they 
In the heydays when the people of 
the United States were prosperous, less than 50 per 
cent of the qualified voters went to the polls. The 
vote in St. Louis yesterday probably went as high as 
90 per cent of the registration. 

It is so in all countries which permit the vote, and 
it, is the healthiest of all political signs. Adversity 
has its uses. It ihterests us in government, which is 
the business of us all. We can make or unmake our- 
selves with the ballot, and if the times are out of 
joint we can have a revolt at the polls. That is the 
best of all revolts, a priceless boon of that democracy 
to which we owe our enlightened time.

_ No better job was done anywhere in the Union than 
that done in Illinois, where an aroused electorate, 94 
per cent of the registered voting strength, buried the 
brazen and vicious governorship candidacy of Len 
Small under an avalanche of votes. In downstate 
and metropolitan Illinois alike, Republicans joined 
with Democrats in marking their ballots for Henry 
Horner, able Probate Judge of Cook County for 18 
years. With a majority over Small that is to exceed 
550,000 votes, Judge Horner led his ticket, outrun- 
ning even Gov. Roosevelt. All individually repudiat- 
ed at the polis in the recent past, Small, Big Bill 
Thompson and Frank L. Smith now have been col- 
lectively tossed into the political discard. Illinois 
can face the future with head up and unashamed.

Sen- 
ator Lewis’ tremendous majority of 1930 now as- 
sumes the character of a mid-term protest, and not a 
vote against a woman's candidacy for the Senate. 
Senator Glenn’s defeat at the hands of Representa- 
tive-at-large Dieterich of Beardstown removes one of 
the Senate stalwarts. Victor over Frank L. Smith, 
when the latter ran for “vindication” in 1928, after 
being refused a seat in the Senate, Glenn proceeded 
to disappoint many Illinois voters by lining up with 
the standpatters.

Farming: A Profitless Business .. 


Official figures show 1932 wheat and cotton crops ate worth only a trifle more than 
amount of farm mortgage interest; farmer gets average of $4.43 an acre for wheat 
and $9.66 for cotton, both below production cost; crop values fell 50 per cent 
in two years, but supply costs stay up; such figures explain plight of agriculture.

T the prices received by farmers Oct. 
A 15, the total wheat and cotton crops of 

the United States this year will just a 
trifle more than pay the interest on Ameri- 
can farm mortgages. 


All the wheat and cotton raised this year, | 


sold at the average farm prices on the date 
named, would bring about $600,000,000, ac- 
cording to figures given by the Department 
of Agriculture, According to the same de- 
partment, the mortgage debt on American 
farms at the latest date for which figures 
are available was $9,241,390,000, and the 
average rate of interest was 6.1 per cent. 

In round numbers, then, the American 
farmer’s two chief cash crops bring him 
$600,000,000; and he has to pay $564,000,. 
000 of interest. The same crops in 1930 
brought about $1,191,000,000; so that the 
American farmer has lost neagly half the 
income from these crops in two years. 

The American wheat er this year is 
getting an average return of $4.43 an acre 
for supplying the nation’s principal food 
crop. The American cotton grower is get- 
ting an average of $9.66 an acre for making 
the chief contribution to the world’s cloth- 
ing material. Both are figures of bank- 
ruptcy, and both are based on statistica 
gathered by the Department of Agriculture, 
They show why a farmers’ march on Wash- 
ington is not only natural but. probably in- 
evitable—tif the farmers can find a way to 
live during the march. 


Oct. 15, this year, the average farm price 
of wheat all over the United States was 34.6 
cents a bushel. In the chief wheat regions 
it was less, In Oklahoma and Kansas, the 
average farm price of wheat was 30 cents 
a bushel; in Nebraska and South Dakota, 
it was 29 cents a bushel; in Idaho, it was 
27 cents. Wheat prices havg dropped about 
4 cents a bushel since then. They are lower 
now, in world markets, than 
in the last 300 years—lower than in the 
days of Queen Elisabeth. But Oct. 15 is 


the last date for which official figures can . 


be had, so these will be used.- . 

The Department of Agriculture reports 
the average yield of American wheat this 
year at 12.8 bushels per acre.

therefore, instead: 
of gs it a forcing bid, we say 
it is only a mild slam try. As the 
opener you hold the key to the 
slam probabilities. 

You may therefore pass if your 
opening bid was made with a mini- 
mum defensive type of holding or 
you may rebid your opening suit 
without fear of being immediately 
.jJumped to a slam. If you do re- 
bid this suit, you are telling your 
partner that you have a minimum 
of six -cards in this suit and that 
according to your hand the safest 
contract is the one you have just 
named. If he carries the bidding 
any higher, he alone must accept 
the responsibility if you are de- 
feated. 

Should you take other action 
than to pass or rebid your original 
suit, then you are not only accept- 
ing the slam invitation but also 
urging it. 

It goes without saying that 
should you hold one trick in exceas 
of the opening requirements the 
bidding must be kept open. Should 
you hold secondary values, such as 
a couple of queens and jacks, in 
excess Of your bid, they automat- 
ically become very powerful fac- 
tors. 

With an aggressive type of hand 
containing two five-card biddable 
suits, always bid the second suit. 
Your partner will not mistake the 
nature of your bid, as his hand is 
generally so big that he can im- 
mediately place you for 6-5.

HE names of several physicians 
T ssure prominently in the early 
history of electricity.

Rights of Dummy. 

NEW LAW-—Dummy’'s rights 
have been restricted so that he is 
not permitted to call attention to 
any irregularities committed by 
opponents. In general, his only 
right is to warn declarer that he 
has failed to follow suit, so that a 
possible revoke may be corrected. 
He is deprived of this latter right 
if he has intentionally looked into 
an opponent’s hand. 

OLD LAW—Formerly the Dum- 
my was permitted to call atten- 
tion to any irregularities committed 
by opponents. 

COMMENT—HDBxperts have long 
felt that the Dummy has had too

LAW—(a) If a player 
makes a bid when it is his part- 
ner’s or the left-hand opponent's 
turn to bid, left-hand opponent 
may demand a new deal, If he does 
not demand a new deal the out-of- 
turn bid is canceled and bidding 
starts with correct player. .
